“The 
eggs are laid and simultancously 
surrounded with a frothy substance 
that hardens on exposure to the 
fair; but before thia takes place the 
mass fs moulded into a shapo pecu- 
lar to the species by the action of 
the tips of the winga,"—so writes 
Mr. N. D. Riley.

Tho Stick Insoct lays its eggs 
alngly In a seod. tke capsula drop.
